WASHINGTON, D. 0., May 29. — “It’s all 
nonsense,” said an officer of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau to your correspondent yes- 
terdav; “it’s all nonsense to talk about re- 
ducing the internal revenue districts. It 
ought not to be done from a business stand- 


point.” 

‘“‘Why not?” was the queried response. 

‘Because it will disarrange the entire sys- 
tem without etfecting any saving worth men- 
tionIng. It’s merely a political measure, for 
effect only, and even in that sense I don’t 
believe it will be a success.” 

“Why not?” 

“Because it’s too transparent, It will be 
like the other reductions brought about 
by Randall several years ago. That was one 
of the worst things that ever happened to 
Randall. The people saw that it was 
simply an attempt to get some cheap reform 
glory, without doing any good. The Demo- 
erats don’t want the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau and its machinery broken up any more 
than the Republicans do, for they want to 
make use of it by and by when they get con- 
trol as they expect to do.” 

“Do you mean that this proposed reduc- 
tion of the number of districts will not re- 
duce the cost of running the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau at all?” 

‘None worth mentioning. You see when- 
ever two collection districts are consolidated, 
there must at once be appointed a first-class 
deputy to take the place of the collector re- 
moved.

THE OTTMAN CASE, 

Washington dispatches say that BREWSTER 
acquits himself of complicity in the Crow- 
LEY steal by alleging that he signed the 
order among a mass of papers awaiting 
his signature, and with the merits of which 
he had not time to make himself familiar. 
So here is an Attorney-General who has no 
time to attend to the most important duties 
of his office, his time being so wholly de- 
voted to his private practice and to the 
squandering of immense sums in feeing 
Congressmen like Dick CROWLEY for pre- 
tending to attend to the Government’s law 
business while they are in fact aiding its 
plunderers. In this case the Government 
had recovered $31,000 from OTTMAN, the 
receiver of a package of $47,000 stolen 
from the ‘Treasury’ Of the amount 
recovered $12,000 had been positively iden- 
tified as part of the stolen money. The 
identity of the remainder was awaiting adju- 
dication when CROWLEY procured its sur- 
render to OTTMAN, thus repeating, under 
the forms of law and official sanction, the 
original theft. Itis alleged that CROWLEY 
intercepted most of the swag himself, leay- 
ing only a paltry $3,000 for OrTMAN, who, 
in his anger, exposed the transaction. If 
BREWSTER is to continue running the De- 
partment of Justice in this fashion it will be 
manifestly impossible to keep any money in 
the United States Treasury, He is the 
black sheep of this administration, and if 
President ARTHUR does not make haste to 
get rid of him the next House should pay 
close and particular attention to the interior 
working of Mr. BREWSTER’S office. 


JUNE DAYS. 

In the days when LOWELL courted the 
aristocracy of Parnassus as assiduously as he 
now courts the aristocracy of Belgravia he 
asked: 

“What is so rare as a day in June?” 

and we who have recently moved up into the 
backward and frigid climate of New En- 
giand can enterinto the poet’s feelings as we 
enter into the leafy month he loved to cele- 
brate. We have lost our spring; we only 
know that the winter was here yesterday, 
and that the summer is here to-day. ‘here 
was a time when we could share the spirit of 
that boyhood which 


** _—— felt the coming of the spring, 
It made him whistle, it made him sing.” 


But this year, if for once only, we have 
shivered and shrunk into silence in the pres- 
ence ofa spring which would merely tanta- 
lize us with a promise, to chill us with unac- 
customed catarrh. 

But June is a trustworthy month, safe and 
reliable; a month of open windows and 
closed fire-places, of straw hats and new 
Suils, with discarded woolen and. winter 
habiliments laid away in camphor ana cedar; 
a month of base ball without alloy and _ ice- 
cream without subsequent discomfort; 
with spring chickens in their prime 
and asparagus cbeap enough to go around 
twice; & month for early morning 
spins behind fast trotters, and breakfast 
near to trees and grass in some suburban eat- 
ing-house; amonth of picnics, with long 
processions of school children adown the 
street and scattering in the parks; the “‘sweet 
girl graduate” growing nervous lest 
thea world’s light should be darken- 
ed by any obscurity in her forth- 
coming essay, while her male con- 
gener rests serene in the consciousness that 
he bas summed up all wisdom in the oration 
with which he finishes student life, and steps 
forth to rule society. : 

The American people, like their English 
ancestors, “‘s’amusent moult tristement,’”’ 
amuse themselves in a melancholy way, butif 
we were a people who were less addicted to pie 
and consequently were fond of amusement, 
we would make of June a holiday month. 
As it is, even our practical and hard-working 
natures cannot wholly resist the melting in- 
fluence of the season, and in busy market 
and counting-room, the merc hant “marking 
down” the spring goods and ticketing the 
summer stock, the speculator on ’Change, 
the manufacturer hard oppressed by thoughts 
of strikes and conflict of orders, all feel a 
subtle thrilling in the blood that seems to 
come from unheard singing of birds and 
waving of grass and growing of trees, and 
deep in the city’s inmost depth the influence 
is felt of the June days.

NO THOROUGHFARE. 

The striking miners have formulated their 
demands in two propositions which are 
hopeless. One of these is the proposition 
that the hand-miners shall be allowed to con- 
trol the cost of working machines in other 
mines, and the second is that the Legislature 
shall appoint a committee of arbitration to 
whom all differences between miners and 
operators shall be referred, and whose de- 
cision shall be final, Both of these proposi- 


employ them; they have no voice in con- 
trolling the business of the operators who do 
not employ them. 

The second proposition is equally hope- 
less. It ig one of the weaknesses of the 
workingmen’s movement that at every diffi- 
culty it rushes at once to legislation as if 
the Legislature had some omnipotent con- 
trol over the laws of trade and the rate of 
of wages. Experience has shown tbat legis- 
lative interference in private business trans- 
actions always does more harm than good. 
The present suggestion is merely confisca- 
tion under the guise of paternalism, and one 
might as well look to a legislative committee 
to fix the price of flour or pork as to fix the 
rate of wages in the mines. If the miners 
trust to such fallacious support they will be 
badly disappoint ed. 


No povst the conferring of the degree of 
LL.D. on all Governors of Massachusetts 
was a custom more honored in the breach 
than the observance. But by departing 
from the custom in the single case of Gov. 
BUTLER, the Harvard board of overseers 
have, as WENDELL PHILLIPS says, simply 
made themselves ridiculous. It is a display 
of the same narrow and petty spirit which 
animated Hoar when he declared that he 
would retire from public life and accept no 
more honors from the people of Massachus- 
etts if they elected BUTLER. So far as mere 
scholarship and professional! eminence are 
concerned, BUTLER has ranked in national 
estimation far above any other public man 
of Massachusetts since CHOATE and Sum- 
NER died. Ifthe degree is to be conferred 
as an ex-officio compliment earned by success 
at the polls, it must be admitted that no can- 
didate ever won a more signal personal vic- 
tory atan election in Massachusetts than 
that which made B. F. BuruLer her Governor. 
In all subsequent controversies with his local 
opponents he has had the sympathy and com- 
mendation of the press at large, arfa of that 
outside public opinion which is most likely 
to be cool and just. Harvard’s snubbing the 
Governor will therefore be credited to an old 
personal feud between them, and will do 
more harm to Harvard’s dignity than to 
BUTLER’Ss popularity.

The Pennsylvania Railroad, 

ST. Louis, May 30, 1883.

DEAR Sin—Please inform a constant reader of 
your esteemed paper whether the Pennsylvania 
Railroad was ever called the Pennsylvania Ccn- 
tral Railroad, and if so, how long has the name 
been changed to Pennsylvania Railroad? By so 
doing, you will greatly oblige RAILROAD. 
(The Pennsylvania Railroad has been and is 
now called the Pennsylvania Central Railroad, 
but in fact never was so. The nucleus of what is 
now the great Pennsylvania Railroad was built in 
1830-33 and known as the Philadelphia, Lancaster 
and Columbia Railway, running from Phila- 
deiphia to Columbia. Afterwards a 
road was built from Hollidaysburg to Johnstown, 
and the gaps between Columbia and Hollidays- 
burg, and Johustown and Pittsburg closed up bv 
canals. In 1846 the Pennsylvania Company was 
organized, and through the continued acquisi- 
tions of connecting roads and the building of 
branches, is now one of the largest and most com- 
plete railroad systems of the East.—EbD. P.-D.] 


The Truth of History. 
Str. LOUIS, May 31. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As a citizen of twenty-five years’ standing in St. 
Louis I read with considerable interest the article 
you published on the 29th inst., under tne head of 
“Our First Railroads,***.” “The truth of his- 
tory” in respect to the change of gauge is, that in 
the latter part of the year 1867 it was thought de- 
sirable by the board of directors of the Pacific 
Railroaa, to change same to four feet nine inches, 
and said board directed the general superintend- 
ent, Col. McKissock, to estimate and report to it 
the costs of such change and the rolling stock 
necessary to have on hand to operate the road 
when changed. This Col. MeKissock did snortly 


thereafter in an elaborate report, in which he 
urged in a forcible manner the desirability of 
such a change, but owing to financial embarrass- 
ments it was not done until after his retirement 
from the road. Inthe spring of 1868 he was suc- 
ceeded as superintendent by egg C. Moore, and, 
in carrying out the plans of Col. McKissock, cop- 
tracts were made for forty locomotives, 400 Dox- 
ears and such other rolling stock as would 
be necessary to inimeuiately operate under 
a new and changed = standard of track. 
It is due to Mr. Garrison to say that in the fal itf 
1865 he had completed the road from Dresden to 
Kansas City, and in the spring of 1866 he built tho 
road to Leavenworth, in Kansas. Atthe time of 
the change he was the acting president of the 
road, and its managing director, as will more ful- 
ly appear by a copy of a resolution of the board of 
directors: 

“Now, be it resolved, That the said D. R. Gar- 
rison be andis hereby entrusted with the man- 
agement and operation of this road,and all officers 
and employees of said Pacific Railroad are here- 
by instructed to ebey his orders.” 

Certified to by JOHN C. PORTER, Sec. 

Asamatter of fact nothing was done except under 
Mr. D. R. Garrison's orders. He had been from 
1867 until its completion the soul of the move- 
mont, and on the Sunday night of July 16, 1869, in 
the same cars with the United States mail, he 
went through to Kansas City, this train being the 
first that passed over the road after the change 
of gauge. It tellows, therefore, that he did not, 
in * Truth to History,” “ride out with some others 
to Franklin.” Again, as a matter of fact, Mr 
Garrison Was not consulted by Mr. R. 5S. Elliott 
in the matter of his article: it is, with slight and 
unimportant inaccuracies, true. 

I have only further to add, ia vindication of the 
“Truth of History,” iit is ever written, as it 
should be, by a fair and impartial mind, that 
among the first to bring St. Louis into prominence 
it will be found that of all of the men of. its 
growth how passing away, D. R. Garrison is en- 
titled to a front seat in the front lank.

CUT WITH A RAZOR, 


Almost a Tragedy at a South Seve 
Street Residence. ‘wi 


At five minutes after twelve o’clock to-da 
at the house of Thomas Tracy, No. 7: 
South Seventh street, Julius Yeagie, a your 
laboring man, was dangerously and perha 
fatally cut by Tracy. it appears from 
somewhat confused statement of Tracy hi 
self that Yeagie, who had been board 
with Tracy, had made  remé 


derogato to the character of T 
and had threatened to disgrace him. Ye 
came to St, Louis from New Albany, I 
about six weeks ago, and during a pat 
that time had lived in Iracy’s house. Tl 
weeks ago lracy was released from con 
ment at the city Insane Asylum, whithe 
had been sent during a temporary dera 
ment of his mind. When he was disch aie 
and came home he found Yeogie an inmate 
of his house. Whether the mén had 
had any previous disagreement or not 
could not be learned from 
Tracy, whose narrative is, as has been 
stated, somewhat incvherent. Tracy told 
the story of the cutting as follows: 

“I had heard that Yeagie was making 
hard remarks about me and that he had 
threatened to kill me. This morning I was 
standing in my frout door when he came to 
the house. Il let him go in first becausel 
was afraid if I went first he might shoot me. 
He went up stairs and came down stairs 
again with a collar, and_ while he 
was putting iton 1 went for him with my 
razor and cuthim. 1 tuought 1 ought to get 
in my work first, or he might Kill me.” 

After being cut Yeagie ran out into the 
street and fell to the ground. Some of the 
neighbors gave the alarm, and Officer L, 
MacDonald, of the Central District, arrested 
Tracy and conveyed him and his victim to the 
City Dispensary. An examination there of 
Yeagie’s wounds showed that he was cut 
behind the right ear, the incision running 
thence under chin; acut on the leit ear 
and under the throat, the course being right 
over the jugular; a cut on each cheek and 
one on the right arm. The wounds were 
dressed by Dr. Dorsett. 

During the operation Yeagle made the 
following statement:

MME. DROUET. 


A Biographical Sketch of Victor Hugo's 
Mistress. 
Paris Correspondence of the New York Sun. 

Saturday a curious spectacle was oifered 
to the moralist and observer. A large crowd 
of poets, painters and literary celebrities ol 
all kinds, including Ernest Renan, Emile 
Augier, Clemenceau, About, Aiphonse Dau- 
det, De Banville, ete., etc., followed to her 
grave Mme. Drouet, who ever since 
1833 had been the mistress of Victor 
Hugo. For fifty years Mme. Drouet’s ex- 
istence was not separated froin that of the 
poet; at Paris, as an exile, she always lived 
near him, following him to Brussels, to Jer- 
sey. and to Guernsey, and of late years she 
had lived in the same house with Hugo, in 
the Rue Clicky andin the Avenue d’Eylau, 
having her seat at the hearth, Philemon on 
one side, Baucis on the other, and managing 
the receptions and invitations with perfect 
tact, in spite of her false posi- 
tion. Mme. Drouet’s real name was Juliette 
Gauvain. Drouet was the naine of 
her uncle, a general of the first Republic. 
Beautiful and dowerless, Juliette Gauvain, 
having no particular vocation for conven- 
tional life, took to the stage, made her debut 
at the Vaudeville, and thea piayed in drama 
at the Odeon and the Porte Saint-Martin. 
ln 1833 she created the role of the Princess 
Negroniin ‘‘Lucrece Borgia;’’ the same 
year she created arole in ‘‘Marie Tudor,” 
after which she leftthe stage. Mile. Juli- 
ette’s role was taken up by Mile. Ida Fer- 
rier, Who afterwards became Mme. Alex- 
andre Dumas, while Mile. Juliette herseif 
became the  irienu, the amie of 
Victor Hugo, a liaison which 
was never interrupted. Ant Mme. 
Hugo, you will ask? Mme. Hugo (whose 
maiden name was Adele Foucher), married 
to the poet in 1822, accepted the situation, or 
endured it, as the case may be, for thirty- 
five years, until her death at Brusseis, in 
1868. Victor Hugo’s children also accepted 
the situation. At one time, it may be re- 
membered, Mme. Hugo had a moment of 
revolt, and, while her husband was enjoying 
the society of Mile. Juliette, she, on her 
side, carried on a curious liai- 
son with the famous critic, Sainte- 
Beuve, as the latter has related in poetic and 
passionate verse in a book of excessive rari- 
ty called ‘“‘Le Livre d’Amour.” Victor Hugo 
is, of course, an exceptionai being, and it ts 
— that his conduct is not to be judged 
¥y the ordinary standard of every-day 
morality. It might also be responded that 
Victor Hugo 1s surrounded by a phenomenal 
crowd of ftlatterers and humbugs hitherto 
unparalicled in the history of literature. 
However that may be, the tact of this liaison 
and the homage paid to the heroine of itis a 
curious fact and worth noting. Mine. 
Drouet was seventy-eight years of age.

Who Wiil Get It? 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

Maj.-Gen. A. Jenkins writes: “As one of 
those interested in Welsh education, I beg to 
inform you that a foreign prince, the Duke 
of Mantua and Montferrat, 170 years ago left 
asumof money for edueational purposes, 
which has now reached £750,000, The trus- 
tees of this fund, feeling that the intentions 
of the founder have been too long neglected, 
are now most anxious to utilize it as in- 
tended, by establishing a university and 
academy of arts, with museum and picture 
gallery atiached. They already possess a 
large collection of pictures and museums of 
natural history and art, with a separate fund 
for their maintenance and for the erection of 
a building suitable to contain them. It is 
intended that the university shall have a 
large free foundation. No pecuniary assist- 
ance will be required on account of the uni- 
versity from the public. As yet no country 
has been selected in which to settle the uni- 
versity. 

Invitations to settle itin Italy, Hungary, 
and in the Uuited States have been made to 
the trustees, and lam informed that dele- 
gates from those countries will attend a 
meeting of the trustees in Exeter Hall, in 
June next, to advocate the interests of those 
countries, when the question where the 
university is to be located will be discussed. 
The trustees, however,who mostly reside in 
England, incline to the British Is'es. Wales 
has been suggested to them as being greatly 
in need ofa university. This suggestien 
has been most faverably received, and is 
now being considered by them; but they de- 
sire to ascertain the wishes of the Weish on 
the subject, and want practical information 
as to site, as nove of the trustees have any 
practical knowledge of Wales.

A Boy Finds Fifty Thousand Dollars. 
From the Phitadelphia Record, May 28. 

On Saturday, while workmen were making 
repairs in a wall .earan old house in the 
yard of the Commercial Hotel, on Market 
street, Gustavus Rickersberg, a lad of four- 
teen, and two companions instituted a hunt 
for lost base-balls which had been knocked 
over the wall. ‘Thev failed to discover any 
balls, but young Rickersberg kicked up a 
smali fortune of $50,000 with the toe of his 
boot. TLis treasure was found in a small 
vackage wrapped inan old copy of a New 

‘ork paper. When the paper was broken off 
there was disclosed a heavy leather wallet, 
stuffed with bonds and mortgages, deeds, 
checks and notes, amounting in the 
aggregate to over $50,000, None of 
this wealth, however, was negotiable, 
and there was considerable difficulty in trac- 
ing its ownership. It was finally discovered 
through the Fidelity Trust and Safety De- 

sit Company that the contents of the wal- 
et were the property of Jonn Stockwell, and 
had been lost for sveeral years. The ket- 
book was stolen from the office of Charles 
Cheyenne, of No. 15 South Seventh street, 
and when taken by the thief contained, in 
additiun to the bonds, deeds, etc., $70 in 
cash. At the time of its loss a reward of $30 
was offered for the return of the papers, and 
when young Rickersberg handed the wallet 
to the lawyer the long-standing reward was 
aid to him, which, as he remarked, was

posed that the thief who stole the pocket- 
book took out the money and, finding that he 
could not realize upon the securities, threw 
the latter away.

The District Assessors Begin Their 
Work To-Day. 


_ — 
<= 


: Real Estate to be Taxed—The Men Who As- 


sess—Instructions of the President of the 
Board—An Increase of Over Fiteen Millions 
Expected on Real Estate—Estimating 
Taxes. 


At ten o’clock this morning the new Board 
of Assessors met in the Assessor’s office at 
the Court-house and organized. To-day 
being the ist of June, the Assessors are re- 
quired by law tocommence making the as- 
sessment on real estate and personal prop- 
erty. Under the new law an assessment on 


real estate is made but once every two years. 
The present year, therefore, wiil be an im- 
portant year to tax-payers, for the rea- 
son that it is the year in which 
a new assessment must be made on 
real estate. There has been a large number 
of néw buildings constructed in the past two 
years which have not been assessed, and it 
is these that the assessors will especia!ly 
look out for. A certain portion of the city 
has also largely increased in its value of land 
per foot. ‘The assessors will also look into 
this increase. Property-owners will, there- 
fore, have no little interest in the proceed 
ings of the body of men who met this morn- 
ing. The president of the Board of 
Assessors, David Powers, called the 
meeting to order and gave each assessor 
a written copy of the 

FOLLOWING INSTRUCTIONS: 
Having been appointed and confirmed, 
and having qualified as District Assessor, 
you are required by law to assess all the tax- 
able property, real and personal, in your dis- 
trict at its cash value in money on the 
ist day of June, 18583. 
On the margin of the plats furnished you 
by this office you will write, in red ink, the 
value per foot, or acre, of the lots, with the 
improvements thereon, immediately opposite 
the center of each lot. 
If the land is above or below grade to such 
an extent as to reduce its value, vou will 
note on the plat said fact and make a cor- 
respondingly proper reduction. 
Lots, with the improvements thereon, in- 
tended for churches, or schools, or ceme- 
teries, or purely charitable purposes, are not 
exempt from taxation unless used exclusively 
for such purposes. Whether used as such, 
or hot as such, you will make proper mein- 
oranda on your plats. 
Your attention is called to the fact that no 
assessment on real estate has been made for 
the past two years, and none will be made 
again until June 1, 1885, two years follow- 


ing. 

Pin will,therefore, be especially careful in 
assessing buildings in an unfinished state on 
June 1, 1883. 

You will also carefully examine memo- 
randaon your pats where buildings were 
unfinished on June 1, 1883. 

You will assess all the property owned, 
hired or leased by railroad companies having 
a road constructed or in course of con- 
struction in your district, including lands, 
machine and work-shops, tools, ma- 
chinery, round-houses, warehouses and 
other buildings, goods, chattels, 
and oflice-furniture of whatever’ kind: 
excepting road-bed, tracks, depots, water- 
tanks,turn-tables, engines, and cars of every 
kind. 

You will serve a blank assessment notice 
on each resident property owner in your dis- 
trict. If the real estate is in the name of a 
married woman you will notify her as well 
as her pnabeslll Both must be assessed 
separately for personal property if they 
possess any separately. 

You will write the namesof parties served, 
with occupation and residence, and place of 
business, if any, on both notice and stub. 
Onthe stub you will list by articles .the 
personal property with its value. 
Names and figures must be legibly 
written, and the writing must be with indel- 
ible pencil. 

Manufacturers having less than $1,000 in 
raw material, tools, appliances and finished 
products must be assessed. 

Manufacturers baving $1,000 and over of 
the above articles are not to be assessed by 
you. 

All properties of the National, State and 
municipal governments are exempt from 
taxation. 

Special attention should be given to hotels 
and boarding-houses, and all permanent 
boarders should be served with assessment 
novices. 

If requested by any party to take his or 
hergreturn of real or personal property, or 
both, it is your duty under § the 
law to do so A value must be 
placed opposite the real estate, and each 
article of personal peaerer must be valued. 
Said return must be signed and sworn to. 
Your commission entitles you to administer 
the oath attached to the return. 

You will report in writing and return to 
this office, on the 28thday of each month 
until the ist day of January, 1884, the num- 
ber of plats representing blocks and acres 
the assessment on which you will have eom- 
pleted. Should the 25th fall ona Sunday 
you will report on the Saturday previous. 

You will also report in person at this 
Office at 10 o'clock a. m. on the days above 
mentioned, at which time the Board of As- 
Sessors will meet for the purpose 
equalizing the assessment, and 
lines on the 
plats which you may have returned to this 
office completed. Your stubs vou will re- 
turp to the office once a week. The assess- 
ment books and absiract books of deeds 
filed in the Recorder’s office are subject to 
your inspection, and are always ready for 
examination at your convenience. Further 
information can be had at any time by appiy- 
ing to me during the regular oes of the of- 
fice. Should the last Legislature have passed 
any new laws regulating the assessment, or 
changing any existing laws, you will be noti- 
fied immediately upon information coming 
to me of such changes.

The assessment on real estate, as last made, 
would therefore be  $160,000,000. lt 
is estimated that the increase 
in the assessment on real 
estate will be something over $15,000,000 
after the assessors have nade their final re- 
port in next January.
